EDITORIAL 


Tuesday morning California executed its oldest death row inmate - 
- 76-year-old Clarence Ray Allen -- who was reportedly legally 
blind, nearly deaf and used a wheel chair, He failed in an attempt to 
get out of the death sentence because of his advanced age and infir- 
mity. It should be remembered that this man had been on death row 
for many years “because he abused the court system for 23 years 
with hopeless appeals” said one California official. This case 
caused us to do some serious thinking. Of course his many ailments 
may have been for sympathy, or may have been real - who knows? 
He had just turned 76 years old and could have been classified 
“harmless”, Countering that is the fact his death sentence was for 
actions taken to have witnesses killed after he was already in jail on 
other charges. Something else that stops one to think is the fact 
medical heroics were petformed to kéep this condemned man alive 
after a fairly recent heart attack. None of this will help the 
California inmate, either way. His case is closed. Hopefully prison 
and court officials nationwide review every death case and fine 
tune the system with the results of these reviews. 


Houston, Texas just became the largest school district in the coun- 
try to adopt a merit pay plan for teachers that focuses on students! 
tests scores, Their school board was unanimous in approving the 
plan which will give teachers as much as $3,000 extra if their stu- 
dents improve on state and national tests. That can go up to $10,000 
a teacher. Improved learning (not necessarily improved test scores) 
should be the.goal of all educators. However we see some problems 
with this plan. Every school system in the nation has some groups 
of students which are naturally higher achievers than another class, 
regardless of how hard the teacher (or entire school system) works 
on basic and/or advanced learning skills. So should a teacher who 
got a hefty bonus last year when a smarter class came through be 
punished this year, when working just as hard, because something 
that can be called a “quirk of nature” caused the second class to reg- 
ister lower on the test scores? We think not. 


A very helpful e-mail arrived this week. At least it was designed to 
be helpful for the subjects of the “news”’. It seems that two home 
schooled Naples, Florida boys, ages 7 & 9, established a web page 
where anyone can “‘buy”’ space for a designated web page. The cost 
is. 25¢ per pixel (that is computer talk of dots). If the two sell all the 
one million dots on the page, they will earn $250,000 for their col- 
lege expenses and have some left over just to spend. All this report- 
edly happened because regulations deny. them the privilege of 
opening a lemonade stand in their community! The surprising thing 
- is that after logging on to their designated web page we found that 
16,000 of these pixels (remember, dots) have been sold. It is sus- 
pected in this corner that mom and dad had something to do with 


that number. Grandparents just might also be involved.

Wise, Dr. Robert Harold, age 79, of Dothan, _AL, passed away 
on January 17, 2006. One of five children, he was raised on a fam- 
ily farm in Coffee County, graduated from high school at age 16, 
helped to build liberty ships in Mobile during World War Il, and 
graduated from the University of Alabama, He then attended med- 
ical school at the University of Alabama in Birmingham and, after 
serving as a doctor in the U.S. Air Force, completed his residency 
at Emory University specializing in radiology. 

Dr, Wise first practiced medicine in Valdosta, GA, but soon 
moved to Dothan. He joined Dr. Norman Veale as one of the early 
partners in Radiology Associates, P.A.. For over 25 years, Dr. Wise 
was a mainstay at the Southeast Alabama Medical Center (Dothan), 
serving the community as a gifted and compassionate physician, A].

Let’s Go... 
Outdoors with Ben

Does your pooch 
chase deer 


Many of us own a dog that we consider a member of our family. 
He or she may lounge around the yard, being the perfect: pet 
throughout the daylight hours. But many dogs take on a whole new 
personally when the sun sets. This mild mannered canine’s ances- 
tral instincts to hunt often kicks in-as the moon climbs high in the 
night sky. 

Wildlife agencies across the south attribute many. fawn kills to 
‘domestic dogs each year, But we shouldn't be to hard on the dog as 
he is just doing what comes natural. And no animal in the south 
emits a more enticing odor for a dog to chase than a deer, 

Dogs that are “backyard pooches” during the day may pack up at 
night to chase deer, Dogs chasing deer can lead to conflicts between 
pet owners, hunting clubs and other adjoining landowners. Dogs 
that chase and kill young deer often develop a taste for smaller 
domestic livestock such as goats, chickens, turkeys ‘and even new 
born calves. 

” Deer chasing is much easier to prevent than it js to stop gnce it, 
starts, One huntet’ shared’ with ine his. method dot tradihge papa to’ 
avoid chasing deer. This method can'be used on any dog, not.just 
sporting breeds, You will need an electric fence charger,’a length of 
electric fence wire, insulators anda deer gland. 

Non-hunters can obtain.a scent gland from a hunter friend or from 
a deer processor. Just ask them to save you the gland found on the 
inside. of a deer’s leg near the knee,: It can’ be frozen in: water for 
later use. 

Wrap a few coils of electric fence or copper wire around the gland 
and run the wire through an insulator back to the fence charger and 


. let the gland hang about eye level to-the pup... If you don’t want:to 


go to the trouble of gathering up the fencing material, just find a 
farmer that uses, an electric fence to keep his livestock in. 

You can simply attach the wire wrapped scent gland to the exist- 
ing fence with’a short piece of electric fence wire. Hang the scent 
at eye level to a pup that is at least three months old. 

The pup should be released near the hanging gland, but. you ’ 
should not be too close or the pup: may associate the unpleasant 
experience with you. The pup will be attracted to the. strong odor 
and most will at least nuzzle it if they don’t take it in their mouth. 
One or two of these shock treatments will deer proof most dogs for 
life, According to my dog-training friend. 

Be sure to use a low powered fence charger that is in proper work- 
ing order in order to avoid exposing the dog to excessive electrical 
shock. After all, a light shock at an early age may prevent him from 
getting killed later because he or she is a deer chaser.

While still no final decision made 
Dorsey bankruptcy hearing 
Suggests deal in the works

Another Dorsey. Trailer 
Bankruptcy Court hearing was 
held. in. Montgomery ‘on 
Tuesday of this week. 

No final decision was made 
on the sale of the Elba facility. 
However, attendees at the hear- 
ings were optimistic that’a final 
deal is in the works. The pro- 
ceedings were continued for 
two weeks until February: 7th. 

During Tuesday's hearing, 
ADEM filed some forms which 
are expected to help clear up 
many of the: environmental 
issues which, accompany. the 
Elba facility. 

Comments made. during the 
hearing indicated there is a 
basic agreémeént on’ the ‘$2.7 
million purchase price offered 
by the Colorado ‘investors: 
Lawyers for several major cred- 
itors indicated to the court they 
don’t. plan to delay the’ sale 


and/or force a liquidation auc- 


tion. 

An asset purchase agreement, 
necessary to close the deal, has 
not been completed, but attor- 
neys expect to finalize this doc- 
ument before the scheduled 
February meeting. 

Attorneys. are also still work- 
ing on a final plan of how to 
divide the sale proceeds: The 
debts exceed the sales price, 
some creditors are. secured, an 
earlier damages lawsuit decision 
takes about $250,000 of the 
total, government liens come 
near the top of the list and total 
attorney fees must be. deter- 
mined. Those who have added 
up the creditor claims: indicate 
they don’t expect there will be 
any funds for the unsecured 
creditors of Dorsey Trailers Inc., 
in fact there is. probably. not 
enough to. hold the secured créd- 
itors “completely. whole”. °or 
with all their money back,
